ANOTHER RACER LOSES WIS’ LIFE 


Newark, N. J., Sept. 88 — Bddie"’ Hasha 
of Waco, Tex., nolder of several world's rec- 
ords for motorcycle racing, plumged over the 
rail of the course at the new Newark mo- 
tordrome into a crowd today, causing the 
death of six persons, including himself, while 
SX may die, and thirteen are badly injured. 

Only three of the dead have been positively 
identified. They are Hasha, Johnny Albright, 
a Denver motorcyclist, who was riding third 
in the race, and Edward Fischer, @ 17 year 
old Newark boy. The other three dead were 
youths among the spectators. Two of the 
probably fatally imjured are Frank Rollo 
and Frank J. Amberg, each 15 years old. 

Five thousand spectators were watching 
the finiten of @ four mile free for all race 
when the Texan rider, doing ninety-two 
miles an hour, took his plunge. He was rid- 
ing high on the bank of the track when the 
wheel of his heavy machine swerved and 
struck the upper pail. 


Hurled Fifty Feet to Wife’s Side. 

He was pitched heed first fifty feet into the 
air. He must have been instantly killed in the 
collision. Hig body wes shapeless from brok+ 
en bones whep it was picked up almost at the 
feet of his wife,.seated gr wed men and boys 
im the bleachers 

Albright was thrown head first int the other 
direction into the inclosure of the track, 
when the champion’s wheel came sliding 
down the steep bank and struck him. He lived 
in an unconscious state for two hours after 
removal to a hospital. He finally succumbed 
to hemorrhage of the lungs, 


Panic Follows the Tragedy. 

The spectators injured were mainly the 
men and boys who were leaning over the 
rail yeiding enoouragement to the riders 
when Hasha came tearing into their midet. 
Some of the spectators were hurled high into 
the air and landed in the laps of those seated 
behind. 
lowed the tragedy. 

The seiadium where the accident occurred 
is in Vaileburg, a suburb, where bicycle and 
motorcycle racing has been a great fad this 
year. The season has been marked by «4

Six Start in Free for All. 

Six riders started in the free for all, which 
was the last event on thé program. It was 
a handicap event, with Hasha and Ray Sey- 
mour of Los Angeles, an old rival for premier 
track honors, each starting from scratch. 

Ray Peck, another Les Angeles rider, 
started at the quarter mile mark, and Al- 
bright, the Denver rider, and Frank King 
and John King of Newark were each given 
two full laps handicap. The track is a quar- 
ter mile and circular. 

At the crack of the pistol Hasha leaped 
ahead of Seymour. After six rounds of the 
course, during which his rival had eaten his 
smoke, the pair evened up. and in another lap 
Seymour passed Hasha with a terrific burst 
of speed. 

By varying margins Seymour kept the lead 
until the last few laps. The railing was lined 
four deep, with the men and boys urging 
Hasha to overtake his rival. Just at the 
commencement of the last lap the champion 
tried to satisfy the crowd by a desperate 
effort. 


Then He Strikes Rail. 

The leader ran high on the track, leaving 
a narrow space for Hasha to pass, but the 
latter tried it. It was then that he struck 
the rail. Whether he lost control of the ma- 
chine, or merely misjudged the nearness of 
hig run to the rall, is a matter of dispute 
among the witnesses, a 

The sprocket of Hasha’s wheel was loos- 
ened by the collision apd went sailing into 
the crowd. Witnesse@-say it literally tore off 
the skull of @ little boy who had been one 
of the most excited enthusiasts, 

In addition to those injured as Hasha was 
hurled against them, many persone fell and 
were trampled in the first few seconds of a 
wild scramble among the spectators.

Upon one occasion, years ago, when I mis- 
takenly reproached him, he patiently ex- 
plained my mistake and then peremptorily 
demanded and received an apology from-me. 


Idea of Thoroughbred. 

I have noticed that one of the character- 
istics of the thoroughbred is the refusal to 
accept or recognize a handicap, which he 
always regards as à self-confession of in- 
feriority. The man who accepts a handicap 
is beaten before the race commences. In 
any matter to which Rufus Fearing set him- 
self seriously he saw no possible measure 
of his full abilities or efforts except in the 
leading contestant. He recognized no vie- 
tory in a second or third prize. 

It was not altogether miodesty which kept 
him so silent about his marked achievements, 
but because a high average of proficiency 
which left the field far behind only brought 
him into closer self-comparison with the few 
winners. The natural leader in life, while he 
keeps his head, keeps his eyes only on the 
runners in front and not on the multitude 
behind. This ie why the truly great are so 
often humdle.“

It is apparent to all who have studied the 
situation in Mexico and are familiar with 
what has taken place there that Madero has 
reached the limit of his resources, and that 
if Americans and their property are to be 
protected the United States government must 
do it.“ 

President Taft Fears Reprisal. 
From officials of the war department who 

have kept in close touch with President Taft 
in the last fortnight it was learned that he 
has for some time contemplated putting the 
respongibility for the protection of Ameri- 
cans in Mexico on congress. 

The one thing which held him back was a 
fear of reprisal, that the Mexican rebels 
would upon learning the president's action 
begin a massacre of Americans in Mexico. 

These same officials said today that the 
Americans in Mexico must have protection 
and that the president has come to the con- 
clusion that this protection can be had only 
by intervention.

At 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, while 
mechafles of Mr. Burgess and William 
Stevens, superintendent of the Martin aro- 
plane work in Los Angeles, were still work- 
ing on the formidable eppearing monoplane, 
Mr. Dickinson submitted the name of Mr. 
Prince as the pilot of the defender. 

Sorry, but, the American team already has 
been picked, Henry A. Wise Wood of the 
contest committee of the Aero Club of 
America told Mr. Dickinson. 


Team Named for United States. 
Mr. Wood then declared that on Saturday 
afternoon W. Redmond Cross of New York, 
as chairman of the American cup defense 
committee of the Aero club of America, had 
nominated the team to represent the United 
States as follows: 
Principaisa——Gilenn L. Martin of Les 
Angeles; De Lloyd Thompson of Chicago; 
Paul Peck of Washington, 
Alternates—Howard Will of Baltimore; 
Max Lille of Chicago, 
Americans’ Record 70 Miles. 
With Martin not competing the three 
Americans that will ear in individual 
fights against time to hold the cup will be 
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sure of Mr. Martin, the picked team would 
net be changed. 

With some further parley, neither side 
yielding, Mr. Dickinson sacrificed his ampbt- 
tion to see American honor defended by an 
American-made aeroplane, driven by an 
American aviator, and ordered all work to 
cease on the defender. 

The hope had never been off the ground.

CAUSED DEATH OF MAN? 


Admits She Might Have Given

Frankie Ford, who excited the authoritles 
with a weird tale of a death tunnel anda 
“murder decanter” in the West Hammond 
resort of Henry Foss, yesterday made ad- 
missions to a reporter for Tax Turbo 
which are likely to destroy the weight of 
her testimony.

She also said most of the eighty-five 
pages of testimony she had given had been 
toid her by others, and that she could not 
prove any of her charges. 

A Mania for starting the habit in others 


| is one of the quick results of addiction to 
| morphine,” said Dr. Joseph Springer of Cor- 
| oner Hoffman's staff. As soon as one gets

the habit and thinks a smoke of opium or 
injection of morphine indispensable to him- 
self he sets about inducing some one else 
to make the experiment. 


Might Have Drugged Messmaker. 

The most dangerous part of this is that 
While the habitual user is able to stand a 
heavy injection he does not realize the be- 
ginner has no developed capacity. Hence it 
often happens that an overdose is adminis- . 
tered and proves fatal.“

Bryan 8 Record Made 


by Democratic Congress. 


[Copyright: 1912: By Central Press Association. } 

The adjournment of the first regular ses- 
ston of the first Democratic congress in six- 
teen years makes this an appropriate time to 
consider the record made by that congress— 
using the term congress as it is usualy em- 
ployed to describe the national house of rep- 
resentatives. No congress in recent years, 
and few congresees that have assembled in 
all the nation’s history, has so much good 
legislation to its credit. 

It began with a restoration of the prin- 
ciples of popular governmen: in the organiza- 
tion of the house. Instead of electing a 
speaker and then empowering him to appoint 
the committees, it took from the speaker the 
power of appointment and intrusted the 
selection of committees to the house itself, 
each party selecting ite share of the members 
of each committee. 


Farreaching Revolution. 

This was a revolution and a far reaching 

one. Under the old rule, the speaker had 
used the patronage of the office to secure the 
coveted place and to retain it, and then, hav- 
ing entrenched himself in ‘power, he used 
his power of appointment to coerce the house 
into obedience to his wilh The power to 
designate the minority members as well as 
the majority opened the door to abuses which 
lessened the vigor of the minority party in 
presenting its protests. 
_ The change secured by the Democrats 
leaves the speaker to exert a moral influence 
over his party and invites him to aspire to a 
higher kind of leadership than is possible 
where coercion ts employed. The enlarge- 
ment of the committee on rules was another, 
step toward more popular government and 
gave a better representation to the various 
sections of the country. 

At the ‘beginning of the special session 
Speaker Clark outlined a program that em- 
bodied the most important planks of the na- 
tional platform at Denver in 1908. The 
first was the election of United States sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people. This re- 
form was declared by the platform to be the 
gateway to other reforms. 

While Andrew Johnson had once recom- 
mended it some forty-five years ago in a 
message to congress, while the Prohibition 
party had indorsed it in its platform forty 
years ago, and while the Populist party had 
indorsed it in its platform twenty-eight years 


ago, the Democratic party enjoys the dis- 
tinction of putting the necessary resolution 
through the national house of representa- 
tives for the first time in 1892. The next 
congress, algo Democratic, also passed the 
resolution. 


Forces Senate to Yield. 

Sentiment has continually grown under 
Democratic leadership until the entire coun- 
try has taken the matter up end the senate 
has been forced to yield to the popular 
mand. For more than a year the resolution 
was in conference, between the two houses 
because the resolution was radically 
amended by the senate. Under the present 


method the state detefmines the time and 


manner of selecting senators, and the house 
in its resolution sought to preserve to the 
states this right of control. 

The senate, on the other hand, insisted 
upon changing the wording of the resolution 
in such way as to reserve federal supervision. 
As the issue thus raised was an old one be- 
tween the two parties, it looked for awhile 
as if neither party would yield, but finally 
the Democrats of the house showed the u- 
tensity of their devotion to the cause of 
popular sections by accepting the senate 
amendment rather than risk delay u se 
curing the reform. 

The test to which the two parties were 
subjected in this matter recalls the mothers 
who contested before Solomon for a child— 
the real mother being discovered by her 
willingness to give up the custody of the 
child rather than ze Ke life. If the 
Democratic house had done nothing else 
than secure this organic change in tle 
method of electing senators it would deserve 


the gratitude of the nation. With the senate 


converted into a popular body, responsive 
to the people's will, this branch of congress 
ought to become the highest legislative body 
in the world, and seats in it should be re- 


served for those who in less 
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stations have demonstrated their capacity 
for governmenta! affairs and their fidelity 
te the interests of the people. 

The second reform embraced in the Demo- 
cratic. program had in view the purifying of 
politics. Probably in no other line has pro- 
ress been more apparent than in the effort 
to purge politics of the contaminating infl:\- 
ence of money secretly contributed, for the 
purpose of controlling the instrumentalities 
of government. 

Until within a decade it seemed impossible 
to make the average voter understand the 
extent to which the predatory interests con- 
trolled administrations through campaign 
contributions. The Democratic party had 
much earlier than that called attention to 
the fat frying processes employ ed by Repub- 
lican committees whereby protected inter- 
ests were compelled to return in contribu- 
tions a part of the money given them through 
special legisiation. 


Forced Remedial Legislation. 

A little later. in the campaign of 1896, com- 
plaint was made of the enormous sum put 
up by financial interests to carry the elec- 
tion. but the investigations that followed the 
election In 1904 made a much deeper im- 
pression than the Democrats have been able 
to make. and the disclosures resulted in the 
enactment of a law prohibiting contribution 
from corporations. 

Thie was the beginning of remedial legis- 
lation ef this character, but the law was no 
sooner enacted than it was discovered that 
it could be evaded by large individual con- 
tributions on the part of trust magnatesand 
big financiers. Then came the demand for 
publicity as to individual contributions, and 
by the time the campaign of 1908 opened the 
issue was 30 acute that the two leading 
partics were united in demanding publicity, 
the Democrats insisting that the publica- 
tion should be made before the election, 
while the Republicans protested that the pub- 
lication of the names of contributors be de- 
layed until after election. 

The amending measure even went'so far as 
to apply the publicity to the preliminary con- 
tests, for the house and sena‘e, and it fixed a 
maximum of $5,000 to a congressman's ex- 
penditures and $10,000 to the expenditures 


which a senatorial candidate can lawfully 


make. 
Public Sentiment Advancing. 


Bat comprehensive as was this publicity 
law, it soon lagged behind public sentiment 
on this subject, and the house has within the 
last nine months taken three steps in ad- 
vance, In one bill it asked the president to 
make public the recommendations, writtem 
and ‘verbal, on which he appoints United 
States judges; in a second, it sought to ex- 
tend the doctrine of publicity to the period 
before presidential conventions sa as to in- 
form the public reggrding contributions 
made to aid in the nomination of presidential 
candidates; and the third compele news- 
Papers to disclose their ownership. 

The last named measure was by far the 
most important of the three, and ft has re- 
cently become a law in the signing of the 
postoffice appropriation bill. In the senate 
the measure was improved by the addition 
of a provision requiring all advertising mat- 
ter to be so marked as to distinguish it from 
editorials and legitimate news. It is difficult 
to overestimate the good influence that this 
publicity law will exert. 

The Democratic house was pledged to tariff 
reduction, In the special session, and again 
in the first regular session, the house sought 
te redeem the pledge and reduce the tariff 
The woolen schedule, the cotton schedule, 
the metal schedule, and the chemica! sched- 
ule were all subjected to radical revisions 
downward. 

In addition to these reduction bilis, the 
Democrats embodied in a farmers’ free lst 
bill a number of reductions intended to bring 
special advantage to the agricultural olass. 
Another bill sought to give the public relief 
from the tax on sugar, and still a third bili 
impoecd a tax on income. 

It will be seen that the Democratic plan 
for reducing the burden of taxation was a 
comprehensive one, and but for the vetoes 
interposed by the president, relief to the 
extent of hundreds of millions a year would 
neve. one gocures to the people,

James H. Towneend, president of the Chi- 
cago stock exchange, and a member of the 
Democratic etate committee from the Ninth 
district, yesterday accepted the proffered 
chairmanehip of the Democratic campaign 
committee of Cook county. 

Mr. Townsend's selection was the result 
of a harmony compromise between the 
Hearst-Harrison and Sullivan factions. It 
wes announced at night the two sides will 
cotperate under Mr. Towneend’s leadersh!p 
in the present campaign. 

A meeting of the rival leaders will be held 
today at Hotel Sherman, when campeign 
plane will be discuesed and arrangements 
made to confer complete authority upon Mr. 
Townsend. County Prosecutor James Mo- 
Inerney will be secretary of the joint organi- 
mation. 

That the peace agreement is to continue 
only during the presidential campaign is in- 
dicated by the fact that the Townsend com- 
mittee will recognize both the Sullivan and 
H.-H. ward committeemen in making up 
the new organization. In this manner the 
two bodies will be kept intact for the battle 
for control of the party in the mayoralty 
campaign next spring. 

Edward F. Dunne, Democratic nominee for 
governor, opened the Democratic state cam- 
paign in Cook county with two Sunday politi- 
cal addresses at Riverview park, one at the 
picnic of the Switchmen’s Union of North 
America and the other at a clam bake given 
by South Water street commission mer 
chants.

New Party Vice Presidential 
Nominee Starts to Stump 
Illinois Tomorrow. 


TALKS AT STREATOR FAIR 


Medill MeCormick Receives En- 


couraging Reports of the 
Western Campaigns. 


Impetus will be given to the national Pro- 
gressive: campaign in Illinois when Gov. 
Hirhm W. Johnson, the new party candidgte 
for vice president, arrives tonight to make 
a special train tour of several cohgressional 
districts tomorrow. 

Accompanied by Frank H. Funk, the Pro- 
greasive gubernatorial aspirant, Gov. John- 
son will visit nine Ulinols centers and will 
speak at each place. The big meeting of the 
day will be at Streator, where a Progressive 
rally will be held at the fair grounds.

Medill McCormick, vice chairman of the 
Progressive national campaign committee, 
reports a rapid advancement toward complete 
organization of the party in the middie and 
far western states.

CUTTING THE COST OF FOOD. 

The city of Philadelphia commissioned 
Prof. Clyde King of the University of Penn- 
sylvania to make au inquiry into the high 
cost of Philadelphia living. Prof. King and | 
his aids took a number of standard articles of 
food and traced them from the »poil*to the 
table. They followed these articles every 
step of the way, noted every addition to the 
priee, who got it and why. ‘Then they made 
the following recommendations: 

1. The development of a trolley freight 
system from farm to city, with trolley ter- 
minals in various sections of the city. 

2. The development of municipal markets. 

The Philadelphia board of aldermen is 
now about to carry these plans into effect. 

A city of New York commission discov- 
ered that the people of the east side were 
buying decayed apples while good apples lay 
on the ground less than a hundred milesaway 
because the growers couldn’t make proper 
shipping arrangements. Plans are under 
way to stop this waste of apples and of 
health. 

Des Moines has established municipal 
markets, which have reduced the cost to the 
consumer 50 per cent and increased the price 
to the farmer 50 per cent. 

Baltimore to date has spent $2,500,000 on 
its municipal markets; the receipts have 
been $3,200,000, and the householder has got 
his produce lower than ever before. 

A similar investigation in Chicago migit 
show that this city, too, is suffering from 
archaic methods of distribution and waste- 
ful multiplicity of middlemen.

She was Miss 
Esther Lee, and when in 1864 she became the 
second wife of the kaiserin’s uncle, Prince 
Prederick the elder of Schleswig-Holstein, 
it was only on the understanding that there 
should be no question of a morganatic union; 
so in order to marry her the prince sacrificed, 
as his son by his Arst marriage afterward did. 
his rank as a nce of the blood and became 
an ordinary Austrian noble, receiving from 
his friend, Emperor Francts Joseph, the 
Austrian title of a Prince von Noer. 

He died just a year after this marriage 

from the effects of a fever contracted during

Public Schools Praised 
in Worldwide Sermons. 


HE value of public schools ‘was recog- 
nized and prayer was offered for their 
spread throughout the world in many 
Chicago pulpits yesterday. The move- 
ment for prayer was a concerted one, 
extending thioyghout the Jnited States and 
in many foreign countries, The suggestion of 
the plan and its promotion came from the Na- 
tional Reform association, which has been 
working for two years to bring together from 
all nations a representative body of church 
and reform leaders in a world’s convention in 
Portland. Ore., from June 49 tp July 6. The 
purpose of the gathering will be the advancing 
of reforms in marriage laws, the suppression 
of the traffic in women, and the observance of 
the Sabbath. 

“Of the 26,000,000 children of schol age in 
the United States,” Bishop Fallows said in the 
prelude to his sermon in St. Paul's church, 
“17,500,000 are found in tie public schools, 
while nearly 350,000 attend the colleges, uni- 
versities, and profess.onal schools, and 1,000,000 
or more are in our high schools, Our school 

lame are valued at more than $1,000,- 
000,000, and we a nd rore than $400,000,000 
annually to carry on our school system, 

“Our prayers ought to ascend for teachers 
and scholars. They help, cbove every other 
agency, in making homogeneous our hetero- 
geneous population. The great melting pot 
for those of foreign birth and their ildren 
is the public school, 

“The schoolhouse ought to be the civic, 
patriotic, and social center for the people. 
We ought to hold our primaries and our elec- 
tions in them. We should make them the 
chiefest rallying point for the consideration of 
questions that pertain to the general good of 
the comm<«.nity. 

“All of the — found with the manage- 
ment and the outcéme of our schools can be 
remedied. They must prepare our children to 
become intelligent, devoted American citizens 
and to earn an honest living. In their moral 
inatruction the nonsectarian principles and 
teachings of the supreme book of the world, 
the Bible, ought ever to be inculcated.”

Says People Are Money Mad. 

A novelty in vacation taking was the er- 
perience of the Rev. Frank L. Hayes, pastor of 
California Avenue Congregational church, who 
devoted his period of summer rest in making a 
study of conditions in several of the large cities, 
including New York, Boston, and Detroit. He 
made “Vacation Observations” the subject of 
his sermon yesterday morning. 

“A world drift of the people to the larger 
cities is more apparent than ever,” said Dr. 
Hayes: “Likewise the last ten years has been 
a most strenuous and discouraging period for 
the churches. I found that in New York forty 
Protestant churches which were located below 
Twentieth street have moved out, and at the 
same time 300,000 people have moved in. 

“The multitudes seem money mad and 
pleasure crazy. They are more horrified at the 
punishment of sin than at sin itself. False 
views of life have led to such experiences as 
the one where a husband is erecting the tallest 
building in New York and a series of stores, 
while his wife is building rival stores along- 
side of those of her husband. They live apart.“ 

Dr. Hayes found. relief from the pessimism 
induced by the conditions described in the fact 
that there have been bullt an average of eight 
churches a day during the last ten years. Dur- 
ine the last thirty years the churches called 
evangelical have gained 100 per cent in mem- 
bership, while the population has increased 80

“Polka,” and “Obertas” were conspicuous 
for their absence. Miss Winona Winter, for 
instance, in the evening’s hit danced some 
weird stuff that never saw Poland. 

If a play entitled An American Gentleman, 


or any otser American production taken from 


American life were staged in Peking, China, 
and the characters, supposedly American, were 
garbed in Arabian attire there would be as 
much similarity and truthfulness to American 


conditions as the Polish Wedding” depicts life 


in Poland. Many prominent Poles expressed 
their disgust ta the nonsensical remarriage plot 
contained in the “Polish Wedding” and the 
utter lack of knowledge of the conditions in 
Polish rural districts as depicte@ in Cohan's 
new show.

Mühlhausen. 
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Bernhard Ziehn 
Dead in Chicago.

ERNHARD ZIEHN, foremost authority 

of the century on musical theory, died 

yesterday morning at his Chicago resi- 

dence, 172 Eugénie street, after a long 

and painful illness. Life long friend 
of Theodore Thomas, teacher of such distin- 
guished musicians as Wilhelm Middelschulte, 
Mrs, Fannie Bloomfleld-Zeisler, Hans von 
Schiller, Mrs, Eleanor Everest Freer, 
left a marked impress on the musical life of 
Chicago. 

His influence was more widely felt in Ger- 
many, however, through his many contribu- 
t country as 
well as through his several published works. 
of these the most important was his work, 

“Harmony and Modulation,” which placed 
the study of musical theory on a genuinely 
scientific basis. Such men as Hugo Kaun and 
Frederick Stock confess that their composi- 
tions have been importantly influenced by the 
study of this work. 

— * 

As a critic of the German theorists of the 
nineteenth century, Ziehn performed a sig- 
nificant service in‘ dissipatng the cloud of 
arbitrary and absurd tradition which cum- 
bered the progress of the art. The blunders 
of biographers and historians were assailed 
by him with equal impartiality, and although 


he resided modestly in remote Chicago he be- 


came a recognized authority for Germany on 
all questions of musical history and theory. 
‘ 


— 


Ziehn was born in Erfut, Thuringen, on Jan. 
20, 1845. He was trained for a pedagogic career 
and found his first positfon in the schools of 
He came to this country in 1868, 
and for two years followed his profession. In 
1871 he abandoned it for music, concerning him- 
self with the piano as well as with the higher 
theoretical branches. 

His first published works applied to the prob- 
lems of the piano teacher. They were entitled 
“System of Exercises” and “A New Method 
for the Instruction of Beginners.” Both were 
published in Germany. Then followed his mas- 
terpiece, “ Harmony and Modulation,” of which 
a second volume was in preparation when he 
died. An important work on the canon ahd one 
on musical ornamentations have also appéared.

XPERIM are now being conducted 
at Columbia university to prove the 
truth of the theory that people who sleep 
with their ds pointing toward the 
north magnetic pole and their feet to- 
ward the south slegp more soundly and awake 
more hed those who sleep otherwise. 

Prof. J. 8. MacGtegor of the zodlogical de- 
partment of Columbia university recently 
showed a class the effect of galvanotropiam, as 
the effect of a vanic current on animals 
ia called. He brought in a jar of water filled 
with parameecia, 4 one celled animal. They 
were swimming about in every part of the jar 
with no apparent reguigrity of course. 

He inserted the ends of the two wires con- 
nected with a battery at the other end into the 
water. A current of electricity then pagsed 
through the water from one pole, as the end 
of one wire is called, to the other pole. One of 
these poles is known as the cathode. As soon 
as the current was turned on these minute ani- 
mals immediately arranged themselves in radi- 
ating lines like the filings of steel when dropped 
on @ piece of paper over a magnet. Every 
head region was turned toward the cathode and 
the posterior end toward the opposite pole. 
Thus it is seen that even such minute animals 
as parameecia that Are swimming free instantly 
turn their bodies parallel to the lines of force 
and with their heads always pointing toward 
the cathode,

“The oyster, taciturn, within his shell, 
Begins the feast, and sure begins it well.” 
HOUGH the old convention about eating 
oysters only in the months containing an 
„R“ was soundly based on a biological 
fact, yet nowadays hostelries of distinc- 
tion and private families, who live re- 
gardless of expense,” defy it. But during the 
breeding season oysters are not fat, neither are 
they succulent, and their consumption is there- 
fore unjustifiable. 

The oyster has been used as a necessary arti- 
cle of food, or as an expensive luxury, from 
great antiquity, for there are oysters and oys- 
ters and those farmed from certain beds are as 
different from those from others as apples 
grown in different orchards are different. 

The oyster is adapted to both a delicate pal- 
ate and a weak stomach. It is believed to be 
conducive to sound, sweet, and placid sleep, as 
well as to produce a peculiar charm and an in- 
explicable: pleasure. Men in particular are in- 
clined to believe that it is one of the greatest 
delicacies of the world. The author of The 
Greedy Boy” says that, “somehow or other, 
there is something persuasively and personally 
intimate in one’s relation with an oyster, or 
with a couple of dozen oysters, for that matter 
—a feeling of friendship, almost intimacy.” 
Oyster Stew—Put over fire one and a half 
pints of milk, one pint of water, one saltspoon 
of salt, and one-fourth spoon pepper. When 
boiling add one-half pint.of oysters and cook 
three minutes and then add one tablespoon but- 
ter and two crackers rolled fine. Serve at once. 
Fried Oysters—Drdin oysters, beat the white 
of one egg, then add the yolk, beating only a 
little, add oysters, season with red and black 
pepper and salt. After thoroughly mixing lay 
each oyster separately on finely rolled crack~ 
er crumbs—have on each oyster as much of 
crumbs as will stick. Handle deftly and quick- 
ly. Fry in hot drippings or lard and butter 
very quickly. Proper tools are necessary. A 
flat cake turner is best and an open large skil- 
let is desirable. way ' ‘a 
Scalloped Oysters—Put in baking dish a 
layer of oysters, then one of cracker crumbs, 
salted and cotted with butter. Alternate these 
layers, having crumbs on top layer.

|. TELLS OLD TALES 


Timothy Sullivan, at 112, De- 
tails Events That Hap- 
pened Century Ago. 


RECALLS THE ‘BIG WIND’ 


Crowds at United Celtic-Ameri- 
can Picnic Hold Reception 
to Centenarian. 


To have lived 112 years and to recall with 
unimpaired memory events of a century ago 
ig the remarkable experience of Timothy 
Sullivan, the oldest Irishman in the United 
States, who yesterday was the guest of 
honor at a picnic given by the United Celtic- 
American Societies at Brand's park. He 
came to Chicago from his home at Williams 
Bay, Wis., and will remain here several days 
sightseeing. 

Daddy Sullivan, as he is called by the 
people of Williams Bay, has been a resident 
of Wisconsin for nearly sixty years. He was 
more than 50 years of age when he settled at 
Delavan, which was then a wilderness. The 
year of his arrival there was 1866. 

Thomas M. Sheehy, president of the United 
Ceitic-American Societies, claims credit for 
“discovering” the old gentleman. Mr. 
Sheehy went to Williams Bay a few weeks 
ago to spend his vacation and he fell in with 
Daddy Sullivan. The term fell in is 
used literally, both Sheehy and Sullivan being 
thrown into the water from a boat while 
fishing. 

Talks o: the “Big Wind” 

Ine scamp made me promise to come to 
the picnic,” said Sullivan, and here I am 
in Chicago, miles and miles from home. 

“ What's that? Do I remember the night 
of the big wind in Ireland? Why, to be sure. 
u was in January, 1880. 1 remember it as 
well as if it was yesterday. Sure, I was 


about W years of age at the time. Indeed 1 


do remember the big wind. It carried the 
root off my fathers’ house and set it down 
in a bog about two miles away. 

“I was born in the parish of Castle Greg- 
ery, County Kerry, which everybody knows 

u the best county in Ireland. Are there any 
County Limerick men here about me? I'd 
be afraid to make any boast If there was a 
Aamerick or a Mayo man in the crowd. 

“I was speaking about the big wind. It 
Came in from the Atlantic ocean right at 
the heads of Kerry, and it swept several 
counties. But there was no one killed. It 
was Little Christmas night. and the candles 
we had burning in honor of St. Stephen saved 
the lives of the people from the storm. Ter- 
Panouns, man, but it blew a gale. Some 


parts of Kerry were found the next day in. 


the county of Limerick. That's why some 
parts of Limerick are all right to this day. 

In answer to what he anne his longev- 
ity Mr. Sullivan said: 

“To temperance in ev a 
Arinking, sleeping, and play. Eight hours’ 
sleep has been my motto all through life. 
I have never had a pain or ache. For more 
than fifty years I have taken a cold bath 
every week. Even in winter time when they 
are cutting ice in Williams Bay I jump in 
and have my swim. I think I'd die if I didn't 
have my dip in the water when the ice is 
being cut along in February. 

Crowds Surround Centenarian. 

Crowds at the picnic surrounded the aged 
Irishman and a reception was held for him 
near the stage on which juvenile dancers 
performed. 

Many prominent Irishmen were in the 
throng. In the evening speeches were de- 
Mvered by Judge John W. Rainey, the Rev.

So well did he 
present his arguments that he won over 
Chairman Charles P. Root and brought about 
the change of plans just when the pathfinder 
was about to start out on the tral! blazing 
expedition through Illinots. en 

Necessarily this change brought about an 
alteration in the date. Originally it had been 
planned to start Oct. 7, a date which con- 
flieted with the Glidéen tour. But to lay out 
the route around Lake Michigan takes time, 
so the club has decided to start the big event 
Oct. 21. a 


Contest Under Grade 3 Rules. 

By that time it is thought the trail around 
the lake will have been blazed, an entry list 
larger than ever before secured, and the big- 
gest reliability run of the year puton.
